Washington, May IS—General Otis 


cables the war department that rep- 
resentatives of Aguinaldo are seeding 
terms of peace and that the forces of 
the insurgents are scattering into the 
mountains. The cable follows: 


"Representatives of the insurgent 


cabinet and Aguinaldo are in the moun- 
tains 12 miles north of San Isidro, 
which they abandoned the lath. They 
will send in a commission tomorrow to 
seek terms of peace. A majority of the 
forces confronting General McArthur 
at San Fernando have retired to Tar- 
lao, tearing up two miles of railroad. 
Scouting parties and detachments are 
moving today in various directions. 
Kobbe with a column is at Candava on 
the Rio Grande. A great majority of 
the inhabitants of the province over 
which our troops have moved is anx- 
ious for peace, and is supported by 
members of the insurgent cabinet. The 
aspect of affairs at present is favor- 
able." 


Secretary Alger Pleased. 


General Otis' dispatch was sent to 


President McKinley at Hot Springs. 
Secretary Alger said "the situation is 
most encouraging. The Filipinos ap- 
parently have realized the strength of 
the United States and have seen that 
resistance meant extermination if per- 
sisted in." He said the volunteers, in- 
stead of wishing to be at home, would 
not have missed the campaign, as jt 
\vas the event of their lives, especi-_ 
ally as the hard fighting was crowned 
with success. The secretary believed 
Aguinaldo would accept any terms 
proposed. 


His Prestige All Gone. 


Manila, May 18—Two Spanish pris- 


oners just arrived from Nueva Eoika 
say Aguinaldo has lost all prestige and 
that the rebel army, which is com- 
pletely demoralized and short of food 
and suffering from diseases, is afraid 
of the Americans and rapidly dissolv- 
ing into armed bands of pillagers. The 
prisoners say Generals Pilar and Luna 
are the only influential Filipinos con- 
tinuing resistance to the Americans. 


Stole Agulnaldo's JJloney. 


Aguinaldo's personal retinue was re- 


cently relieved of its baggage and 
money while on the way from San 
Isidro to Cebanatan by marauders. 
The Chinese are being victimized by 
the rebels and looters are found every- 
where. 


Asninaldo Crying. 


Buencamio, one of the prominent 


Filipino leaders, who was friendly to 
Spain and joined in a compromise 
agreement 
whereby the Spaniards 


hoped to conciliate the rebel leaders 
without sacrificing too much, is re- 
ported as saying Aguinaldo sits in- 
doors crying and blames himself for 
the miserable condition of the country 
and is afraid to surrender. 


SAN ISIDRO IS OURS. 


Details of a Brilliant Movement by the 


American Troops. 


Manila, May 18.—General Lawton's ad- 


vance guard, under Colonel Summers of 
the Oregon troops, took San Isidro, the 
insurgent capital, at 8:30 o'clock yester- 
day morning. 


Colonel Summers' commamd, consist- 


ing' of the Twenty-second infantry on 
the left, the Minnesota regiment in the 
center and the Oregon and North Da- 
kota regiments on the right, preceded 
toy scouts and accompanied by Scott's 
battery of artillery, advanced 
from 


Baluarte at daylight. The troops first 
encountered the enemy two miles from 
San Isidro, the rebels retiring wh*n our 
artillery opened fire. Just outside the 
town an insurgent force estimated to 
number 2000 men was entrenched. 
It 


made a slight resistance, but evacuated 
its position when our troops turned its 
right flank. 


The enemy's loss was IB men killed and 


20 wounded. Our troops captured three 
prisoners and many rifles. On the 
American side, one soldier of th« Oregon 
regiment and one of the Minnesota regi- 
ment were slightly wounded. 


After capturing the town, Colonel 


Summers' troops continued their ad- 
vance, pursuing the rttreatlng rebels for 
several miles. 


The expedition under Major Kobbe of 


the Third artillery, coexisting of the 
Seventeenth Infantry, a battalion of the 
Ninth and one battery of the First ar- 
tillery, 
left Calumplt at daybreak, 


marching up the Rio Grande to join Gen- 
eral Lawton'a division at Arayat A 
flotilla of cascoes loaded with supplies 
also proceeded up the river. Both forces 
were convoyed by the "Unclad" army 
gunboats, under Captain Grant.

San Isidro is a city of great strategic 


Importance. It is about 15 miles north- 
east of San Miguel and nearly twice that 
distance northeast of San Fernando. It 
•was the latest seat of the rebel govern- 
ment, which has been hurried from pillar 
to post since the opening of the cam- 
paign. 
The advance upon San Isidro 


was the cherished move of General 
Lawton, and was only taken after many 
weary miles of marching and a hot fight 
at the outworks flung in a horseshoe 
about the city. 
This marks the most 


northern point to which the American 
»roons have advanced. 


Will Be the South's Largest. 


Columbia, S. C., May 18.—A charter for 


the Olympia cotton mills of Columbia 
has tfeen applied for. Its capital will be 
$1,500,000. Thetyower will be electricity 
furnished by the power plant on the Co- 
lumbia canal. It will 'be the largest mill 
in the south, having 104,000 spindles and 
2600 looms. The corporators are Colum- 
bia mill and bank presidents and leading 
business men. 


Heavy Damage by Storm. 


Cleveland, May 18.—Another 
bad 


storm swept over northern Ohio yes- 
terday, being accompanied by high 
winds, hall and a heavy rainfall. 
At 


Norwalk the rainfall w*s four inches, 
trees were blown down and havoc was 
caused among telegraph and telephone 
wires. 
At Upper Sandusky hailstones 


as large as hickory nuts fell, brickyard 
sheds were blown down and several 
houses were unroofed. The rainfall was 
3'/S inches. At Bucyrus, it is said, hall- 
stones nine inches in circumference fell, 
"Windows were broken, stock stampeded 
and crops beaten Into the ground.

OPENS AT THE HAGUE 


M. De Beaufort Delivers the Inaugural 


Address, Saying He Believes This 


to Be a Red Letter Day. 


Pres. McKinley Sends 


Congratulations to 


the Czar. 


The Hague, May 18—The peace con- 


ference called by the Czar of Russia 
opened at 2 o'clock this afternoon in 
the hall of the "House in Woods" two 
miles from the Hague. M. De Beau- 
fort, president of the council, and min- 
ister of foreign affairs of the govern- 
ment of the Netherlands, delivered the 
inaugural address, and welcomed the 
delegates. 


A Red Letter Day. 


M. De Beaufort spoke of the high 


honor of the choice of the Hague as the 
meeting place of the conference and 
extoled the noble initiative of the Czar, 
saying that this is a red letter day in 
the history of the century and expres- 
sing the hope that his majesty would 
lie able to look back on this as the most 
glorious of his life. He called atten- 
tion to the allegorical group over the 
doorway, peace entering to close the 
temple of Janus, and said he trusted it 
would be a good augury of their labors. 


President'* Congratulations. 


Washington, May 18—President Mc- 


Kinley cabled the Czar the following: 
"On this day of good omen I send 
heartfelt congratulation on the open- 
ing of the conference at the Hague 
which had its origin in the enlightened 
and generous initiative of your ma- 
jesty."

Three Old Prospectors, After n LOUR 


nnd Patient Search, Are Rewarded 
by FludliiK the. Precious Metal In 
Great Quantities—An Old Prospect- 
or's Idea of Luxury. 
Tbe Chicago Record's correspondent 


at Albuquerque, N. M., writing under 
date of May 6, says: 


Some remaikablo gold discoveries 


have recently been made near the line 
of the Santa Fe railway, just across the 
boundary between California and Ari- 
zona, that are likely to create a sensa- 
tion when they become known. The 
place is known as Camp Duncan, and 
it lies about ten miles southeast of the 
town of Kramer. 


Nearly two years ago three experi- 


enced prospectors named Duncan, Clark 
and Qolsberry went in there and estab- 
lished what is known as a dry washing 
carap in 0110 of tho most lonesome parts 
of the Mohave desert, under the shadow 
of the San Bernardino mountains. They 
gradually 
worked 
up the 
various 


gulches in an endeavor to find the ledges 
from which come the placer gold, but 
it was not until last December that they 
ceased to get colors. This was a sign 
that they had reached the source of 
supply and they sank a shaft. 


Dp to that time the dry washing in 


the beds of the creeks and gulches was 
more than successful. They found an 
abundance of coarse and heavy gold 
that was over 900 fine and worth from 
|18.50 to $19.50 an ounce, but after 
sinking the shaft about 52 feet, on an 
incline of 45 degrees, they stmck a 
deposit of mixed ore which is remark- 
ably rich and will run in gold as high 
as $10,000 a ton. Tbere are no walls of 
any kind to the pocket. They have run 


i cross cuts 180 feet in various directions 
without reaching its limits. The length 
and depth are also unknown. At the es- 
treme outside of the apparent ore zcr.o 
tbe formation shows granite on one side 
and quartzite on the other. 


Messrs. Duncan, Clark and Golsberry, 


the discoverers, preserved a rigid silence 
concerning the discovery until they per- 
fected their own locations, covering the 
main portions of the ore zones, but their 
good fortune in some way or another 
leaked out, and other prospectors follow- 
ed them and found plenty of gold otit- 


, side tbe boundaries of their claims, 


where no development work of any kind 
had been done, thus indicating a large 


' field. Last week C. A. Burchani, one of 


the owners of the famous Yellow Aster 
mine, sent out a fully equipped pros- 
pecting outfit and began locating claims. 
He has already sunk a shaft 35 feet, 
w'-'ch has shown gold in paying quan- 
tities every inch of the way. 


Such news as this travels very rapid- 


ly, and miners are now rushing in from 
all over the southwest. It resembles a 
Cripple Creek craze. Experienced pros- 
pectors report upon a casual observation 
that it is one of tho richest and most 
extensive bodies "of gold ore yet discov- 
ered on the desert. The trains on the 
Santa Fe road going west are full of 
prospectors, who leave the cars at Hia- 
watha siding, near Kramer, and walk 
over to the camp, which is about seven 
miles from that point. Within the nest 
few weeks there will be a large "boom" 
at that locality, and the railway com- 
pany is making preparations to handle 
the increased traffic. 


j 
Mr. Dayton, the Santa Fe agent at 


Kramer, reports that, "while the pres- 
ent development has not been carried to 
any great depth, every espert who has 
been over the ground does not hesitate 
to gay that there has been enough al- 
ready shown up to make tbe owners' 
fortunes, and there is no telling what 
they will find when they get below the 
surface. The exact formation of the ore 
body seem§ to be a mass containing 
quartz, talc, lime and porphyry, all of 


, which shows hematite and carbonate of 
' iron. The indications seem to show an 


immense surface or sedimentary de- 
posit, or else it may be the blossom of a 
large ledge."

when they get it.

PEACE SEEMS AT HAND. 


The news from General Otis today is 


most endouraging. Peace seems at 
Jiand. Aguinaldo has the mountains for 
a. capital now and he is to send in a 
commission, to treat for surrender. His 
forces are scattering, and there is noth- 
ing left for him. but the hardships of a 
life in guerilla warfare. It was never 
believed that he was equal to the meet- 
ing of these hardships. And it was 
never believed that his ambitions would 
"be satisfied with the guerilla kind of 
war waging- His ambitions are im- 
perial and now there is not the faint- 
est hope of their being realized. The 
dream of lord of the Philippines is 
shattered and Aguinaldo is ready to 
earnestly treat for peace. 


WAS IT SAVAGE WARFARE. 


The. newspapers which have not 


Joined the chorus of slander of our 
troops in the Philippines will be glad 
to give publication to at least part of 
General Order No. 15 issued at Manila 
to the United States army in the Phil- 
ippines, March 19. A copy of it has 
been brought to this country by return- 
ing soldiers and it quite effectively re- 
futes the accusations of the un-Ameri- 
can 
newspapers 
and 
un-American 


Americans. Here is the order, which 
requires no comment: 


"Commanding Generals of divisions 


will make renewed effort to impress 
upon the troops of their commands the 
necessity of exercising the greatest 
vigilance to insure the protection and 
preservation of private property, not 
only in this city, but wherever they 
may be quartered, or may be acting 
either offensively or defensively. The 
burning or lootingof houses or buildings 
of any description, or the abuse of un- 
armed citizens on the part of troops, 
will be punished with the utmost se- 
verity known to military law. 
In- 


dividual soldiers detected in commit- 
ting such crimes will be promptly ar- 
rested, and in case they attempt to 
escape they will be shot. The seizing 
of street vehicles by enlisted men for 
any purpose whatsoever is prohibited." 


ins and that almost all of them, will fit 
quite easily in the public schools, being 
assigned to grades best suited to their 
capacities and to the schooling and 
training they have received. The very 
youngest and dullest of the children 
would, in the nature of things, be the 
only ones presenting any problem of 
consequence'. And these are not likely 
to be In numbers enough at any one 
time to cause much anxiety on the part 
of the school officials. 


Regarding the social value of isolat- 


ing children of foreign parentage: If 
children of foreign parentage are to be- 
come worthy American citizens the 
best training they can get is contact 
with children of American families or 
the families that have become fully 
Americanized. There could be no better 
plan for fostering a little Europe in the 
heart of America than the partitioning 
of foreign children into schools for 
themselves. Our country permits the 
immigration of most peoples and our 
democracy presumes to make homogen- 
eity out of the heterogeneity this immi- 
gration brings about. 
This involves 


tome sacrifice and we cannot invent a 
machine that will free us from this sac- 
rifice. 


SOME SINGULAR. ADVICE. 


Principal Murdock of the North Ad- 


ams normal school has ben giving some 
singular advice in Adams. In an ad- 
dress in that town a night ago he 
touched upon the expected increase of 
the population of Adams owing to the 
large addition about to be made to the 
town's industries- He appeared to take 
it.for granted that the increase would 
be of~the foreign element largely and 
that a good number of children of low- 
er mental capacity would come with 
this foreign element. Principal Mur- 
dock is reported as discovering a prob- 
lem in this and making a suggestion 
bearing upon it. 


Mr. Murdock would not favor the dis- 


tributing of these children of foreign 
parentage in the public schools of Ad- 
ams, which distribution, he is of the 
opinion, would be unfair to the children 
at present in the Adams schools. 
It 


would be something like a crowding of 
the present children to the wall and 
something like a retarding of their ed- 
ucational development because of the 
presence of less fit children for ,whorn 
tney would have to wait. To avoid 
•Shis, Principal Murdock is quoted as 
recommending a school for |iese child- 
ren of foreign parentage, one in which 
they might be developed to the capacity 
of the children now in. the 
public 


schools.of Adams. 


At first look this seems to be a sug- 


gestion, having consderable social and 
cconomic'value. To accept it as having 
economic value we must admit that the 
children to come to Adams are far be- 
low.the children now there in menial 
powers and capacity for training. It is 
a question whether this admission 
should; be made. Adams at present has 
a proportion of children of foreign pa- 
rentage In her schools and sho is not 
reported as suffering great disadvan- 
tage therefrom. The different peonies, 
of course, have different capacities, but 
it woul'l c-jem to the lay mnd that in 
any grading of children for school pur- 
posc.s the disparity would not bo a han- 
dicap unless in relation to the lowent 
grades. We- are surely not to be called 
upon to witness a -wholesale importa- 
tion to Adams of the lowest foreign 
illiterates, ranging in age from flvo , 
years to 50, and it seems that only In , 
event of such importation the com-' 
iminity ohould think of such, {eolation 
of any part of its children as has been 
suggested. Tf a large number of child- 
ren -of foreign parentage do coins lo 
A'dnms In the \-ery n«ar future it Is to 
be expected that they will be children 
«( vttiouB capacities and or some train-

1 also kno'V 
by experience that any able-bodied per- 
son, of sound mind, in this country, 
can earn more than a comfortable liv- 
ing if he is disposed to do so. I do not 
mean that a person cannot put himself 
Into a condition in which they cannot 
do this. I do not believe that there is 
any one abuse or injustice in society, 
the abolishing of which the human race 
would pass out of suffering into happ£ 
ness. "The mills of God grind slowly, 
but they grind exceeding- tine." 


It' the editor of The Transcript will 


compute the approximate cost of run- 
ning a single saloon in his city, and to 
the cost add the cost of tho drink sold, 
and multiply the aggregate • by 
the 


number of places licensed, he will have 
a fabulous amount that is nearly all 
paid by the poorest part of the com- 
munity, if this tabulous amount could j 
be diverted from the purchase of that 
which unfits men and women to make 
the most of themselves, ti> the things 
that go towards making comfortable 
happy homes, he certainly would agree 
with me that if the saloon could be 
wiped out poverty would nearly all go 
with it. 


My statistics are not "dished up" but 


every statement is susceptible of de- 
monstration. 


Some years ago Carroll' D. Wright 


showed that more than SO per cent, of 
the crime and pauperism in this state 
was duo to the use of alcoholic drink. 
A more recent and careful investiga- 
tion by the Massachusetts bureau of 
statistics shows that SS per cent, of the 
crime and pauperism are- due to the 
saloon. The shutting up of the saloon 
would go a good ways towards making 
the people "happy and prosperous." 


Vineland, X. J., has a population of 


11,000 people. The. cost of caring- for 
the poor for the year- ending March 31, 
1S97, was $333.19. 


The industries in Ohio and Illinois 


are far better developed than are the 
industries of Maine. Ohio has five and 
a half times the population of Maine.

lir. Handy was in this city yester- 


day afternoon before leaving for his 
home, and lolu the details of the es- 
cape. He said that ho was foolish to 
atU'inpt lo bring the man back alone. 
1'Ut ta-jught he could'do it. He put up 
at the Hathaway farm for the night, 
an.S said nothing about 
the man's 


bfinsj a prisoner. About 4 o'clock the 
noxt mnning the man who lives in the 
house got up and saw the Armenian 
trying to unlock the door. He asked 
v/hat the matter was and the prisoner 
s-aid he wanted to go out and feed the 
horso. The farmer therefore unlocked 
tr.e door for him. 


Mr. Handy said that tho reason he 


l"ft tho train was that there were sev- 
eral rnen on board who were talking of 
the aft air, and of some form of rescue, 
he ha\mg overheard some of their con- 
versation. One of them came along 
and 
spoke to the Armenian, and 


sefinoc to know about the case. Mr. 
Handy had secured an Armenian in

The friend, he discovered after 
Mooradian had escaped, had not known 
the man long, and knew little of his 
character. 


Mr. Handy has already spent about 


$700 in trying to" secure the man and 
now seems likely to lose the $5000 in 
addition.

Mooradian very closely, called at the 
home of Patrick Duggan in Adams 
Tuesday noon, and was given a dinner 
there. This was before the escape of 
the Armenian had become known and 
he has not been seen since so far as 
can be learned.

Willow street in Adams, killed himself 
this morning because he could not got 
work and was despondent. J-^ loft his 
humo, where his wife and family were 
ai the time, and going about a quarter 
of n mile from the- house, sat down on 
a log and put a bullet through his 
brain, killing himself instantly. 
His 


body was not found until this after- 
noon, when his oldest son wont to look 
for him. 


Last February Mr. Bergman, who 


was a weaver in the Berkshire mill, 
fell ou the sidewalk and brolw his wrist. 
This luid him up for some time and he 
had not been able to get work again. 
This had made him very despondent, 
and ho hail several times (if late threat- 
ened to do violence to himself if he did 
not find something to do. At times his 
family had thought he was not right 
mentally on account of his actions. 


This morning he left the house about 


.10:30 and wont to Coley'a stone quarry, 
where he often went to sit. Nothing 
n>,oru •uas heard or seen of him.till 
noon, when his son Paul asked where 
his father was. On being told that he 
had not been seen for some time Paul 
went to the quarry. There he found the 
body of his father, where it had fallen 
to the stones from the log-. A 32-cali- 
bre revolver, with two empty cartridg- 
es, told the cause of his death. He had 
tired into his right temple, and part of 
his brain was spattered anound on the 
stones. 


The family \vas at once told of the 


terrible affair by the son, and Dr. O. J 
Brown of this city, the medical exami- 
ner, was summoned. 


Mr. Bergman was au years old, and 


was born in Germany. He had lived in 
Adams for the last IT years. He leaves 
a wife and four children, Paul, the old- 
est, being 21 years old, and the others 
being Emma, Minnie and Alfred. There 
were no other relatives in the town. 


SUICIDE IN 
THE JAIL, 


Prisoner for 30 Days Hung Himself 


Last Night. 


John Anderson, a prisoner in the 


Pittsrield jail, committed suicide in his 
cell last night, by hanging, and his 
body was found hanging from the ceil- 
ing this morning. 


Anderson was sent to the jail for SO 


days from Lee May S for vagrancy, he 
being the man of whom mention was 
made in this paper as saying he "lived 
between two tunnels.."' His home was 
in Rochester, N. Y. 


He has been acting strangely since 


he was in the jail, and was supicious 
of his fellows, refusing to sleep in the 
cell given him. A few days -ago he was 
therefore placed in what is called the 
"cage" on the second story, where he 
was at some distance from others. 


Last night he removed all the bed- 


ding from his bed, and tying together 
the brace straps from his trousers and 
overalls, making a long enough strap 
for his purpose, he tied this about his 
neck while standing on the pile of bed- 
ding and the jumped .off. 


This is the third suicide by hanging

More 


than 50 percent of the value of the sugar 
cane is lost in the process of grinding. 


"The children are thirsting for knowl- 


edge, and the great need is schools. Gen- 
eral Eaton is doing fine work in this re- 
spect. 
There is an English teacher in 


each of the 10 districts, and-English is 
taught in all of the schools of San Juan. 


"The general conditions are very en- 


couraging. 
Over 15,000 men are at work 


on public improvements, and we are 
spending over $109,000 per month in this 
way. 
This is more money than they 


received from Spain in all their lives. 
The road from Ponce to San Juan, the 
military road, is well built; but the other 
roads are wretched. 
When we have im- 


proved them all the natives in the in- 
terior can get their produce to the coast 
at slight cost. 


"The Porto Ricans are anxious for a 


territorial form of government, but the 
question is how are they going to get 
money if the customs duties are wiped 
out. 
We are spending large sums, and

San Juan is as 


clean now as any city of the South 
American republics. 
The people all 


look forward to being Americans. 


"The demonstration they made .upon 


my departure was affecting. 
With the 


exception of a few disgruntled poli- 
ticians, the island is free from all ill- 
will towards the United States. 
One of 


th'ese men, who is now in the United 
States, has boasted that he was the 
cause of my leaving my command. His 
paper was suppressed, I believe.

any rate, if such an outrageous falsehood 
had been told about any predecessor of 
mine I should have taken such measures. 


"Of course there is talk about an up- 


rising, but there is really no danger of 
such a thing happening.

Rieans lived for 400 years under Spanish 
rule, and never caused much trouble.

to applicants for physicians' certificates 
have been printed by unauthorized firms 
and sold to students of medical schools. 
It is claimed that Dr. Harvey, secretary 
of the state board of registration in 
medicines, has traced the examination 
papers to a printing office in I'aw- 
tucket, R. I. 


Three months ago a number of stu- 


dents at the schools of medicine of Har- 
vard and Boston universities and the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons were 
furnished with printed slips containing 
questions which constituted the exam- 
ination for admission to practice med- 
icine in Massachusetts, and many stu- 
dents had primed themselves solid upon 
the subjects covered by the questions, 
for which accommodation, by the way, 
they paid a handy figure. 


On Tuesday, when 273 applicants pre- 


sented themselves at the office of the 
board, where the examination papers 
were to be written, there was a sudden 
and rude shaking of the confidence of 
a number of those who had the slips in 
their pockets. 
The questions handed 


out by Dr. Harvey had not that familiar 
appearance that was expected. He had 
secretly drawn up an entirely different 
set of questions, which had been type- 
written, and were handed to the appli- 
cants in this form.

high as $200 for the papers, which were 
supposed to be true copS&s.

Death in Its Wake. 


Manchester, la., May IS.—Later de- 


tails of the cyclone which passed over 
the northern part of this county Tuesday 
night show four persons already dead 
and three others fatally injured. Eleven 
others were seriously hurt. The storm 
started on its path of destruction at 
Snyder's, taking a direction due east for 
six miles, then veered northeast for four 
miles, demolishing everything in its 
course. 
Every farmhouse in the track 


of the stormclotid for a width of 40 rods 
Is either destroyed or wrecked. At the 
IClaus cemetery only one monument is 
left standing, and some of the tomb- 
stones were found two miles away. The 
Klaus schoolhouse was blown to pieces 
and the Methodist Episcopal church is a 
wreck. 
The storm exhausted itself a 


mile north of Colesburg.

allegiance; and this only by the vote of 
three-quarters of the burghers in each 
man's individual district. 


Eighth—The juries by whom they are 


tried are not their, peers, but'burghers, 
their political masters. 


Ninth—They pay almost the entire tax- 


ation of the couratry. 


Tenth—Their interests in the country 


are burdened by monopolies. Of such— 
to take one instance, comparatively 
trivia'—is the aerated water concession. 
To; protect the monopolies to whom this 
was granted a tax of 3d a bottle is placed 
on-all .other waters. 


Eleventh—Their children, bora in the 


republic, have been deprived of the 
birthright o'f citizer.'Ship. 


Twelfth:—There is a law which would 


deprive them even of the right to com- 
plain. 


Thirteenth—The president of the re- 


public may expel fronv the counitry any 
member of the community whom he may 
wish to get rid of. This without trial. 


Fourteenth—Doles loans-rgiven as if 


personally.

How Atkinson Would Have It 


Cambridge, Mass., May 18.—The Cam- 


bridge 
Anti-imperialistic 
association 


held a meeting last night and listened to 
a speech by Edward Atkinson, who took 
for his subject, '•Criminal Aggression: 
the Way Out." After dwelling upon the 
dangers of an imperialistic policy, Mr. 
Atkinson advocated an agreement be- 
tween the great naval and commercial 
powers of the world to ' neutralize the 
Philippine islands, to aid them in estab- 
lishing an orSerly government, and to 
open them on equal terms graiuted to all 
nations to the commerce of the world. 
"We ought not to assume this respon- 
sibility," he said, "nor ought we to give 
any pretexit to any other nation to as- 
sume it. It is for the interest of this 
country, of Great Britain, of Russia, 
Germany, France and Japan that these 
islands shall become the sanctuary of 
free commerce, open to all alike."

Nev- 
er before had the ruler of any great 
nation declared openly for disarma- 
ment. And, to tell the truth, Europe 
was really in a very bad wa>. Her an- 
nual expenditure for instruments of ag- 
gression and defense was tottering on 
the brink of the $3,000,000,000 maik 
In 


less than 30 years the amount spent on 
the purpobes of warfare, together with 
the national debts incurred for similar 
pursuits in times gone bv, had more 
than donnied 
There were 18,000,000 


armed men on that continent ready to 
jump at one another & throats, if need 
be, and each man of that great army 
might be said to have been called from 
the ways of industry and piogiess to 
fret in idleness for the time of coming 
carnage 
England added a. cruiser to 


her navy 
France, noting this with 


• jealous eyes, added a cruiser and a toi - 


pedo boat to hers 
Germany saw this 


move and went one better. Russia, of 
course, was not to be outdone, and, to 
show that the bear was not napping, 
two Russian cruisers were straightway 
tossed into the Adriatic. AH this natu- 
rally sent taxation np to a figure before 
unknown in the history of mankind 
So when Nicholas put forth his disaim- 
ament proposal it would indeed have 
been strange if such a novel and >et 
timely suggestion had not c-itigh^ the 
ear of the world. 


Unfortunately, however, the circum- 


stances of that unexpected regal dec- 
laration for peace were not of the most- 
assuring In the first place, a proposal 
to lie down with the lamb was not like- 
ly to be taken seriously from the bear 
There was a haunting sense of irony 
about it. In the second place, the war 
dogs of the world were not sleeping as 
quietly in their kennels as could have 
been wished.

'How many sandwiches'" inquired 


the stolid waitei when the order was

About $4 000 worth " said the hungry 


man w ithout looking up from his hand 


But thib story ib an exaggeration 


Delmomco s pi ices were always high, 
but then his patrons knew his charges 
and expected them They went there to

from Pittsfield by way of Lee, Chester, 
Springfield, Palmer and Worcester to 
Boston and also the people of adjoining 
towns whio wish to connect with the 
through road, to the importance of hav- 
ing it completed before building any 
short pieces within five miles of the 
.through road from Pittsfield to Boston. 
Coaching parties in Lee, Lenox, Stock- 
bridge and Plttsfleld want the road 
completed so they can come east and go 
to Boston. The wheelmen in Boston, 
Worcester, Palmer, Springfield and 
Westfleld want the road completed so 
they can go up into Berkshire. The 
state highway commissioners have act- 
ed wisely In the past, and I believe that 
they -vill continue to do HO, and that 
we very soon shall have a through state 
noad completed from the eastern to the 
western part of the state. 


Crusade Against House-Rent Beats, 


The landlords of Springfield have in- 


augurated a movement which, should it 
prove successful will undoubtedly be 
followed with eagerness by landlords 
in other cities. They intend to band 
themselves against the vast army of 
dead beats that try to see how much 
rent they can avoid paying. The land- 
lords have considered the matter for a 
long time and have come to the con- 
clusion that spmething must be done 
to put a stop to a practice which is be- 
coming widespread. 


Meetings have been held which will 


pi-obably result in a permanent or- 
ganization being formed. When this 
action has been taken, a list of such 
tenants as have given trouble by beat- 
ing their landlords out of rent, will be 
compiled. These lists will be kept for 
ready reference whenever a tenant ap- 
plies for a tenement, and his desira- 
bility or undesirability ascertained in 
an instant. It is thought that by this 
plan the number of those who purpose- 
ly beat their rents will be materially 
diminished.
